A green flare was sighted by 
a search ship just before mid- 
night Sunday in the general 
area 350 miles east of Wake

Lines DC-6B was last reported. | 

More than 10 planes converged 
on the spot. but the searchers. 
hampered by pitch darkness and | 
rain squalls, reported no fur- 
ther sightings.

PRAVDA ASSAILS 
ANSWER ON TRUCE 


MOSCOW, July 13 (AP)— 
Pravda criticized President Eis- 
enhower today, saying he failed 
to give a “precise and definite 
answer” last week when asked 
about his hopes far an armistice 
in Korez. 

The Communist party news- 
paper declared the President’s 
attitude “is not by chance,” and 
charged that the talks between 
President Syngman Rhee and 
United States military and diplo- 
matic representatives are di- 
rected “if not at breaking up, 
then at least with dragging out 
the conclusion of an armistice 
in Korea.”

The strike was against five em- 
ployers’ groups, two organiza- 
tions of contractors and three 
of building material dealers, who 
had balked at the terms of pro- 
posed new wage contracts. 

27,000 Out of Jobs. 

With deliveries of building 
materials shut off, the $75,000,- 
006 booming construction indus- 
try in the St. Louis area folded 
up and 27,000 AFL building 
workmen were thrown out of 
jobs. Losses in time, wages, in- 
terest and insurance and other 
fixed costs have run into huge 
sums. Interruption of plans to 
occupy new buildings has added 
to the loss and confusion.

Tory Government Moves 
to Denationalize In- 


dustry Laborites Took 
Over in 1951. 


LONDON, July 13 (AP) — 
| Britain’s booming nationalized 
iron and steel industry—third 
| largest in the world—came un- 
der the auctioneer’s hammer to- 

day in the first move to put it 
| back under private ownership. 

Prime Minister Churchill’s 
| Conservative Government is 
turning the sprawling industry, 
| valued at around $1,000,000,000 
| almost every- 


i back to “free enterprise“ only 

two years after the Laborites 

| nationalized it. 

' Running this mammoth auc- 
tion is Sir John Morison, chair- 

| man of the Iron and Steel Hold- 

ing Realization Agency. 

| When the Laborites national- 


|} ized iron and steel in February 
| 1951 as part of a plan to na- 
i tionalize 30 per cent of the 


country’s economy, they allowed 
the industry’s 80 odd firms to 
retain their directors and man- 
agers but fook over all .shares 
on a compensation basis. 

Morison’s agency has the job 
of selling these shares back to 
the industry and the public. 

Threat From Laborites. 

Financial experts think he'll 
have to do it at knckdown prices 
for these two reasons: 

The Laborites warned that as 
soon as they get back to power 
they will renationalile the in- 
dustry—and there won't be so 
much compensation next time. 

Even when denationalized, pri- 
vate enterprise will not have full 
control of the industry. An iron 
and steel board headed by Sir 
Archibald Forbes has been set 
up to fix ceiling prices for steel 
and supervise general policy of 
the industry. 

Former steel owners them- 
selves get the first pick of 
shares which probably will be 
offered to the public in Sep- 
tember. 

The Conservatives bitterly 
fought steel nationalization when 
they were an opposition party 
and managed to postpone the in- 
dustry's takeover for nearly two 
years. 

Industry Booming. 
As soon as the Tories came 


back to Power in October, 1951, 
they announced that iron and 
steel was first on the list of na- 
tionalized industries to be “un- 
scrambled” and turned back to 
private ownership. 

Plans to denationalize Brit- 
ain’s long distance trucking in- 
dustry already are nearing com- 
pletion. 

Since the government took 
over iron and steel, the industry 
has been booming. 

_ Wartime rationing of steel to 
manufacturers was abandoned 
earlier this year. 

In the first full year of na- 
tionalization, the industry in- 
creased profits by $28,000,000 to 
$1,820,000,000 and produced an 
all-time high of 16,420,000 tons 
of steel. 


ISRAEL SHIFTS MINISTRY 
DESPITE WARNING BY u. S. 


JERUSALEM, July 13 (AP)— 
Israel transferred: its foreign 
ministry from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem yesterday. The United 


States State Department warned 
Saturday that such a move 
would be contrary to the United 
Nations resolution on the “inter- 
national nature of Jerusalem.” 

The foreign ministry transfer 
completes the switch of govern- 
ment departments which started 
four years ago. Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Sharett informed 
the heads of foreign missions in 
Tel Aviv of the projected move 
last Friday, in the hope that 
foreign governments will offi- 
cially recognize the Jewish sec- 
tion of Jerusalem as Israel's de 
jure (legal) capital. 

Some heads of foreign mis- 
sions are reported to have pro- 
tested against the plan. All are 
said to be waiting further in- 
structions from their govern- 
ments. 


EX-GEN. VON FALKENHORST 
IS SET FREE BY BRITISH 


BONN, July 13 (AP)—Former 
Col. Gen. Nikolaus von Falken- 
horst, once sentenced to hang 
because of the execution of 
British commandos, was set free 


today from the British war 
crimes prison at Werl. 

An official announcement said 
| the former German commander 
lin Norway was freed as “an 
act of clemency” and disclosed 
i that he was suffering from a 
heart disease. 
| The haughty former general, 
now 68, was the last of the 
| high German generals held by 
the British in Werl prison. He 
was serving a sentence of 20 
| years, which had been commut- 
led from death. The remaining 
| prisoners are mostly ex-concen- 
| tration camp guards, many with 
| long criminal records, or killers 
of Allied Prisoners.

WASHINGTON, July 13—The 
rock-filled, concrete-faced dams 
proposed by Idaho Power Co.

Knowing where 
to stop is where you save the 
money.”

SAVING HIS MEN IN KOREA 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP) 
—The Congressional Medal of 
Honor has been awarded post- 
humously to a South Carolina 
Marine sergeant who used his 
body to save his men, and lost 
his own life on a Korean hilltop. 

Staff-Sgt. Lewis G. Watkins, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Wat- 
kins, Seneca, S.C., led a platoon 
of the Seventh regiment, First 
Marine Division, which was or- 
dered to retake a hill — 2 
overrun earlier in the night of 
last Oct. 7. 

Watkins and his men had 
reached a trench near the crest 
when an enemy grenade landed 
among them. He pushed his com- 
panions aside and picked up the 
grenade in an attempt to throw 
it ouside the trench. He saved 
his men, but he was killed when 
the grenade exploded.

Plan for Moving 
Browns Gains 
Support in A.L. 


CINCINNATI, July 13 (AP)— 


Bill Veeck’s plan to move his St. 
Louis Browns’ franchise appears 
to have gained new support. 

The American League dis- 
cussed Veeck’s problem at length 
in its meeting yesterday and 
there were indications that a 
new attempt to move would re- 
ceive more favorable considera- 
tion. The club owners turned 
down Veeck's attempt to shift 
the Browns to Baltimore last 
March by a 5-2 vote. 

A league spokesman declined 
to elaborate except to say that 
the St. Louis situation had been 
discussed. 

However, Frank Lane, general 
manager of the Chicago White 
Sox, said that the outlook for 
the Brownie shift appeared to 
be more favorable than ever. 

“All I can say is this,” he 
said. “The owners looked upon 
Bill’s plight in St. Louis with a 
great deal of sympathy. I have 
no way of knowing whether they 
would give approval but I think 
he could get more votes than he 
did last March.” 

Lane was one of the two club 
officials to cast his vote in favor 
of the transfer at the Tampa 
meeting. Cleveland cast the 
other favorable ballot. 

Asked whether any specific 
reference was made to Balti- 
more as the sight for a possible 
shift of the Browns, Lane said: 

“No city was officially men- 
tioned. Any city with a popula- 
tion of more than 500,000 thinks 
it is capable of becoming a ma- 
jor league town.” 

Veeck declined to discuss his 
future plans although it ap- 
peared almost certain he would 
make another attempt to move 
next winter. 

“All I'm going to say right 
now is that we’re going to finish 
the season in St. Louis,” he 
said. “As for next year, we'll 
just have to wait and see.” 

The majors, at their joint 
meeting today, were certain to 
pass a rule calling for the trans- 
fer of a franchise from one city 
to another only between Oct. 1 
and Dec. 1. The new rule is de- 
signed to prevent sudden shifts 
such as the one made by the 
Braves last Mareh from Boston 
to Milwaukee.

F the novelty of vacation days has worn off, 

if time hangs heavy on the hands of your 

small fry and you frequently hear the 
plaintive query, What can I do now, Mama ! 
—then perhaps it is time to give a party. For 
children’s parties are big .¢wents in their lives, 
fraught with anticipation and excitement, a 
sure cure for boredom. 


When you make your plans, remember that 
the two most important ingredients for chil- 
dren’s parties are intangibles which you can’t 
write down on your marketing list. They are 
imagination and color; two magic qualities 
which assure success. 


A circus party is a natural for youngsters. 
And it is easy to arrange. Colorful napkins, 
straws and circus glasses are the props. Re- 
freshments may be simple, but must be served 
with a flourish. For instance, give each child 
an individualized piece of cake with his or 
her name written in chocolate icing. 


This chocolate jelly roll can be made in ad- 
vance, filled with the whipped cream and deco- 
rated. It will keep well in the refrigerator 
for several hours, or if you have a home 
freezer it can be made days or weeks in ad- 
vance, filled with whipped cream and frozen. 
However, be sure to take it out in time to de- 
frost and decorate the morning of the party. 
Serve it with glasses of cold milk. 


Chocolate Whipped Cream Roll. 
One-half cup cake flour, sifted before meas- 


ing. 

One-half teaspoon baking powder. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Four egg whites. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Four egg yolks. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Two squares unsweetened chocolate, melted. 


Sift flour once, then measure and sift again 
with baking powder and salt. Beat egg whites

until stiff. Gradually fold in the sugar. Beat 


egg yolks until thick and lemon colored. Fold 
carefully into egg white mixture. Add vanilla. 
Fold in flour gradually, then melted chocolate 
and blend all ingredients together thoroughly. 


Turn into 10-by-15-inch shallow pan which 
has been well greased and lined with waxed 
paper. Grease top side of waxed paper. (This 
enables you to pull the waxed paper off easily 
after the cake is baked and removed from the 
pan.) Bake 15 minutes in a 375-degree pre- 
heated oven. 


When baked, remove from pan by turning 
pan over a clean tea towel which has been 
dusted with powdered sugar. Remove paper 
from chocolate roll. Lay a piece of waxed 
paper on top of chocolate roll, then roll, and 
the towel and waxed paper will roll with it. 
This makes the cake roll easier to unroll and 
fill when cake has cooled.

BY EDUCATORS URGE 


Publisher Palmer Hoyt Says 
Light of Truth Shows Up 
Reds, McCarthyism. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 13 
(AP)—Dener newspaper publish- 


er Palmer Hoyt told a confer- 
ence of educators today that the 
light of truth and fair play re- 
veals both McCarthyism and 
Communism in all their “ugli- 
ness and hypocrisy.” 

Hoyt, publisher of the Denver 
Post, suggested that leaders of 
education “instead of spending 
their time in fear and trembling 
of Senator McCarthy ... might 
investigate the Senator and re- 
port their findings to the peo- 
ple." 

In an address prepared for the 
Harvard Conference on Public 
Unrest in Education, Hoyt de- 
fined “McCarthyism” as “the to- 
talitarian device of making the 
charge more important than the 
law, the evidence, the verdict 
or the trial.” 

Today, Hoyt said, the Wiscon- 
sin Republican representing 
“but one 53lst part of (the) 
Hegislative component . of 
our national Government 
is now usurping the functions 
of the executive, of the legisla- 
tive and of the judicial.” 

“Conceding that as a legisla- 
tor, Senator McCarthy has the 
authority to conduct investiga- 
tions,” Hoyt said, “it is still part 
of the obvious intent of the law 
that fair play and what we ordi- 
narlyi call ‘due process’ should 
obtain in the conduct of these 
quasi judicial courts.

Talbott worked for the War Production Board 
and Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens was a 
civilian aide to a predecessor some years ago. 

Among other Cabinet members, one became 
nationally prominent under President Roose- 
velt as commander of che women's Army Corps. 
Oveta Culp Hobby is Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare. 

Secretary of Labor Martin P. Durkin, as a 
former member of the National War Labor 
Board, is not only a hangover from the Demo- 
cratic past—he is a Democrat.

In the independent federal agencies, the new 
Federal Communications Commission chairman, 
Rosel H. Hyde, was appointed commissioner 
seven years ago. And the new Atomic Energy 
Commission chairman, Lewis L. Strauss, was 
named to the original commission in 1946 by 
President Truman, though he later resigned. 

Milton S. Eisenhower, the President’s broth- 
er now representing him on a tour of South 
America, was in the Consular Service under 
President Coolidge and in the Agriculture De- 
partment under President Hoover.

Food Offer Through Moscow 

The United States offer of $15,000,000 in 
foodstuffs for hungry East Germany was reject- 
ed by the Kremlin almost as soon as if was 
Molotov’s refusal was hardly unexpected: 
The Kremlin has not gone “soft” enough to 
approve a gift which would create good will to- 
ward the United States in one of its unwilling 
satellites. The offer, nevertheless, was humani- 
tarian and sagacious, especially since it was 
made directly to Moscow rather than to some 
East German dissident group.

Had the latter course been chosen, it would 
have given the Communists occasion for pro- 
testing that the American Government was in- 
terfering in their internal affairs, that Wash- 
ington was trying to “buy”? subversion and re- 
bellion. It would have enaliled the Reds to cast 
a doubt on the spon nature of such up- 
risings as the recent one East Berlin.

Illinois Help for Channel 9 

A bill to help educational television on both 
sides of the Mississippi river now awaits Gov. 
Stratton’s signature in Springfield. The measure 
would let Illinois school boards pay up to a dol- 
lar a pupil annually to TV stations for produc- 
ing educational programs. 

School boards on the Missouri side of the 
river have already contributed to the education- 
al station now being built for this area on Chan- 
nel 9. But though Illinois school districts were 
eager to participate, they found they lacked the 
legal power to do so. That is why Representa- 
tive Miller of Belleville and Senator Gray of 
East St. Louis sponsored the present bill. 

The St. Clair County Taxpayers’ Association 
has asked Gov. Stratton to veto the measure to 
save tax money. But the measure does not in- 
crease taxes. It would only give school boards 
the right to say how their revenues shall be 
spent. And a dollar for television would pro-

The Federal Budget Mystery 


The Mirror - 
of 
Public Opinion 


“The Budget” is so confusing to understand because it doesn't 
exist; as many as 10 appropriation bills may be voted separately 
without knowing what the others appropriate or what revenues 
will be produced; but Congress could adopt better practices.

The budget of the United States is 
not a document you can sit down and 
study, the way you study the balance 
sheet of a corporation. In fact, it is not 
a document at all. It is a po 


process. 

The nearest thing to a written, for- 
mal budget is a small, mimeographed 
issued annually E late summer, 


Congress has just done about appropri- 
ating money to operate the Govern- 
ment. Few people read it. 

What is wrongly but officially labeled 
The Budget is a listing of spending 
proposals sent to Congress each Janu- 
ary by the President. This always dif- 
fers from the actual spending plan de- 
cided on later by Congress, the 
lawmakers make the changes largely 
on the basis of these 1200 pages of dol- 
lar details. 

The one all-important fact to re- 
member about the federal budget is 
that it is the creation of Congress, not 
of the Executive Department. This 
keeps it from being a neat and ofderly 
document of the kind beloved by finan- 
cial vice presidents in business. 


From a Blind Process 


The budget e 
a laborious and partly blind legislative 
It consists of about 10 differ- 
ent appropriation bills, each of which 
authorizes the executive branch to go 
ahead and spend specific sums of 
money for specific purposes.

bills. The budget-making process is for 
fiscal 1954, which begins July 1. 

There’s a lot of confusion in this 
process. That is unavoidable under the 
rules of Congress.

This method of budget making seems 
inefficient and fiscally irresponsible. 
But the power of Congress to do it 
this way is absolute. 

Congressional control over spending 
is written firmly into the Constitution, 
in a section that states money can be 
spent by the executive departments 
only in consequence of appropriations. 
You have to go far back in history to 
find violations of this provision. The 
last who did if was Lincoln, during the 
Civil War. 

‘Your Congressman will tell you as 
much—if he is a friend of yours. But 
if your Congressman looks on you 
merely as another vote that might get 
away, he may try to tell you that Con- 
gress has lost control of the budget. Or 
he may to blame the executive de- 
partment for sending up a big spending 
plan in the first place.

FOSSILS REPORTED 


TO ‘LINK’ REPTILES 
AVD AMPHIBIANS 


GARNETT, Kan., July 13 (AP) 
Fossils uncovered in à pasture 


near here are important “miss- 
ing links” between the reptiles 
and amphibians of 230,000,000 


to 250,000,000 years ago, scien- 
tists said yesterday. 


“What we have found,” said 
Dr. Frank E. Peabody, “repre- 
sents nature’s first attempt at a 
fast-moving vertebrate.” 

Dr. Peabody is assistant pro- 
fessor of zoology at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas and head of the 
expedition. Also on the job is 
Dr. Raymd@nd Hall, Kansas Uni- 
versity museum curator. 

Dr. Hall said the fossils were 
as important as the primitive 
fish found off the coast of 
Madagascar in the last year. 
The expedition bas unearthed 
four complete skeletons, two 
with skulls, of reptiles known 
petrolacosaurus kansensis 
(Rock lake lizard). The speci- 
mens are about 20 inches long.

Experimental use of gamma 
globulin, a blood derivative, 
moves next to Hickory, N. C., 
wheré a mass inoculation of 
14,000 children is planned later 
this week. 

The fourth death in two North 
Carolina counties, with 151 cases 
reported, spurred an effort to 
set the date for the injections up 
from Thursday to Wednesday. 
The question is whether supplies 
of the ‘scarce serum can arrive 
there in time. 

Meanwhile, at Montgomery, 
Ala., where gamma globylin ap- 
parently stopped a threatened 
epidemic, mass tests were 
planned to find out more about 
the effects of gamma globulin 
injections.

Powerful Weapon

URGEONS have a new chemical weapon against wounds 
that won't heal and against blood clots plugging vital 
arteries in the body. Although not yet completely 
proved, the results so far indicate this treatment will 
shorten illnesses involving infected wounds and clots. 
The newly purified. chemical is trypsin, an enzyme. 


Enzymes speed up natural chemical reactions in the body. 
Trypsin’s effect involves digesting dead protein, such 6 in 


a blood clot. 

Trypsin normally is made in the pancreas and released 
into the intestine for digestion of food. When extracted 
from animal pancreas and purified, this becomes a powder 
which keeps well at room temperatures. 

For.use, this powder is either dusted on the wound 
or made into a solution for irrigating the wound or for 
injecting into a vein. 

. x X X 

IN A WOUND, it actually digests or dissolves dead tis- 
sue that is preventing normal healing. Trypsin completely 
removes every particle of scab and other dead tissue with- 
out hurting any of the healthy live skin or muscle. 

Wounds won't heal around a foreign body ‘or dead 
tissue. Instead, they become infected. Unless all the dead 
tissue is removed from a wound and the infection stopped, 
the natural healing processes are delayed or stopped. 

The treatment of such wounds has been surgical at- 
tempts to cut out the irritating dead tissue and hope that 
the infection could be controlled enough for the wound to 
scar in. But no surgeon can get every bit of the dead 
material out of a wound, especially when it is opzing pus 
from infection. 

The trypsin can do a complete clean-up job of such 
wounds. 

For instance, bedsores, varicose ulcers of the leg, ab- 
scesses and carbuncles as well as infected ulcers deeper 
in the body usually respond to the trypsin treatment, plus 

necessary surgery.

ANOTHER AND EVEN MORE dramatic use for trypsin 
in its action on blood clots deep in the body. For instance, 
a clot may plug up the blood vessel of the retina, causing 
blindness. Small amounts of trypsin injected into the 
bloodstream daily for eight days removes the clot and 
cures the eye trouble. 

Dr. Irving Innerfield and Dr. Alfred Angrist of the 
New York Medical College and Dr. Alfred Schwartz of 
New York also have used intravenous trypsin in 338 pa- 
tients having such diseases as acute rheumatoid arthritis, 
other acute inflammations, clot blockage of arteries, and in 
blockage of leg veins by infected blood clots. 

The trypsin seemed to stop the inflammation, dissolve 
the clots, and allow natural healing processes in the body 
to take over.
